DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The Examiner is in receipt of applicant's response to Office action mailed 
6/30/2000, which was received 2/6/2003. Acknowledgement is made that claims 
1 1 ,21 ,28 and 37 have been amended and that not claims were added or canceled, 
leaving claims 1-41 as pending. The applicant's arguments have been carefully, but 
were found not to be persuasive; therefore, the prior rejection is restated below: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wolfe et al (6282,517). 

In regards to claims 1-41, Wolfe teaches all the elements in the claims of the 
instant application: For instance, Wolfe discloses a method and apparatus for 
formulating and submitting a purchase request over a computer network and making 
said purchase request available to a dealer immediately. A Data Center system has a 
system database, a buyer interface, and a dealer interface. The system database 
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includes an exclusive database region for each participating dealer. A potential buyer 
submits a purchase request over a computer network to the Data Center system. The 
purchase request includes a product identification data and a buyer location information. 
The Data Center system further contains dealer information, product information, and 
the like. The Data Center system determines at least one appropriate dealer to 
receive the purchase request. The Data Center creates a purchase request record from 
the data and information provided in the purchase request. The Data Center then 
communicates the purchase request to the appropriate dealer by immediately storing 
the purchase request record into the appropriate dealer's exclusive database region. 
Thus, the purchase request record becomes immediately available to the appropriate 
dealer. See abstract and specification for details. 



Response to Arguments 

The Applicant's arguments have been carefully reviewed, however, they were not 
found to be persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Wolfe does not teach or have a capability for real time two- 
way communication between the buyer and seller. First, real-time is defined in Microsoft 
Press computer dictionary third addition, dated 1997 as "Of or relating to a time frame 
imposed by external constraints. Real-time operations are those in which the machine's 
activities match the human perception of time or those in which computer operations 
proceed at the same rate as physical or external processes." With this said, the 
Examiner disagrees with the applicant's assertion for the following reasons. Fig's 14-17 
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along with associated discussions in the specification of Wolfe clearly teach real-time 
communication between the buyer and the seller via a database of stored product 
information. 

In response to applicant's argument that Wolfe does not teach or describe any 
speech capabilities for allowing a buyer and seller to verbally speak to one another. The 
examiner directs the attention of the applicant to Wolfe's disclosure of the use of the 
telephone to establish contact between the buyer and seller (col 14, lines 30-36 and col 
11, lines 10-25). 

In response to applicant's arguments that Wolfe does not teach or provide 
any type of "virtual seller", which takes the place of the primary seller, to sell that 
primary seller's goods, if the primary seller is not available. The Examiner disagrees 
with the applicant's assertion for the following reasons. Wolfe teaches seller A's 
computer screen may be immediately refreshed to reflect the newly created purchase 
request. In another embodiment, seller A may be notified via communication 
mechanisms such as e-mail, page, telephone message, or the like (col 3, lines 35-41, 
and col 14, lines 20-35). Thus the dealer may appropriately act on the purchase request 
upon its submission (col 17, lines 23-26). At least these passages show that there are at 
least two different connections. In response to applicant's argument that the references 
fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., the actual selling of goods or services, which is taken to 
mean consummating the sale) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are 
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not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993).
